C incinnati, May 22.— One of the most 
; horrib le disasters tha t has ever taken place 
j in this city occu rred Thu rsday afternoon, 
j the re-u lt b eing the loss of noariy a score of 
j lives, nearly all of them b eing you ng work- 
| ing girk 
Ab ou t 1:30 *p. m. an alarm of fire 
i was given, and b y 2 o’clock it had done its 
deadly work, and half a dozen victim s lay 
mangled and b leeding u pon the board pave­ 
m ent where they had fallen in a frantic 
leap from the b u rning b u ilding, while in­ 
side a dozen more were lying in heaps on the 
floor su ffocated. 
The b u ilding in which the fire originated 
was at 10 an l 21 \Ve>t Sixth street, and wns 
occu pied b y 
Orth. Wessell & Co., as a dye 
hou se, Su llivan & Co.’s 
steam printing 
works, Parisian Dying and Scou ring com- 


i pany, the Ledger Postal News company, 
and J. R, Kinsley, gold, silver, oroide and 
nickle plating works. 
A m om ent after the fire was discovered 
hu ge volu mes of smoke b u rst from the fifth- 
story windows of the b u ilding, followed b y 
the half smothered shrieks of frightened 
women w’ho im m ediately appeared a t the 
windows. 
Then as they soeinod to realize 
that all escape was cu t off, one 
LEAPED FORTH INTO THE AIR, 
and fell to the pavem ent b elow. 
Cries of 
“Hold on!"’ from b elow retarded the others 
for a moment, and theu another leaped 
forth to nlm<« ?t certain death. 
As soon as the fire had b een located in the 
printing office, those in the vicinity fam iliar 
with the interior of the place first b egan to 
realize the aw fu l tragedy tha t was to b e in­ 
evitab ly enacted. 
The second story con­ 
tained the presses and m achinery, em ploy­ 
ing ab ou t ten men and b oys. 
The third 
story was the composing-room, while on the 
fou rth and fifth floors were the folding and 
b inding departm ent*. 
The fire originated 
a t the hatchw ay b y 
the elevator on the second floor. 
A b oy b ad 
ju st carried u p a cau of b enzine and set 
it down a t this point when it alm ost im ­ 
m ediately exploded. 
The b u rning benzine 
was thrown over the already greasy wood­ 
work of the elevator and in an instant the 
Are was draw n u p to the fou rth and fifth 
floors. 
Here 
were employed fifteen or 
tw enty you ng girls, and here the 
AWFUL SCENE OF DEATH 
concentrated. There was no possib le avenu e 
of escape; in the rear and front alike were 
b u t two or three narrow windows with no 
means of leaving the room save down a 
narrow stairw ay from floor to floor, and a 
clu m sy elevator ru nning throu gh the center 
of the b u ilding. 
Every floor was packed 
with paper, which, together with the light 
pine woodwork, made rich food for the 
flames. 
The fifth floor was also occu pied as 
a folding-room and here, too, were several 
of the girls employed. 
NO ESCAPE WAS POSSIBLE, 
and even had there b een a chance, the fire 
was so su dden and fierce that the poor vic­ 
tim s were ob liged to give u p their lives 
w ithou t a stru ggle. 
Among the killed is John Su llivan, a 
nephew of the proprietor, who wa*| on the 
second floor a t the tim e the fire started. He 
a t once ru shed u p to the fifth floor to save 
the women empl oyed there and finding his 
own escape cu t off a t the steps set to work 
to save the women throu gh the windows. 
Some one had got u pon the roof from an 
adjoining b u ilding and threw a large rop> 
down and this the hero clu tched, and stan d ­ 
ing on the window sill shrou ded in the 
HOT, BLINDING SMOKE AND FLAMES, 
aided two of the women to grasp the rope 
and let themselves down. 
Then, seeing that 
no more pressed forw ard to b o saved, he 
him self 
reached 
ou t 
and 
cau ght the 
iu e and b egan to descend. 
lie did not 
line to reap the rew ard of his b ravery. 
The treacherou s flames had scorched the 
strands, and b efore he had descended two 
yards the rope snapped ab ove his hands and 
he fell with a crash to the sidewalk, to b o 
MASHED INTO A SHAPELESS MASS. 
Josie Hocks, the last girl who came down 
the rope, is severely b u rned and was taken 
to her home. 
Chief of the Fire D epartm ent W isb ey 
said: 
“W hen I was ab le to get into the 
fou rth story I had no su spicion of what 1 
shou ld find there. 
The hou se is not gu tte 1; 
in fact the fire was chiefly in the fifth story, 
and the b u rning iu the fou rth story is not 
considerab le. So I didn't expect to meet « u ch 
a sight as I saw. In the smoke that still filled 
the 
fou rth 
floor 
I cou nted ten girls 
lying u pon 
b enches, 
tab les 
and other 
thingn, 
or 
stretched 
u pon 
the 
floor, 
with not a b u v* singed. 
I don't 
won­ 
der a t it, however, as, excepting a hatch­ 
way, I wa* u nab le to find any way u p or 
down from tha t floor, althou gh I su ppose 
there m u st b e a stairw ay. 
“ IT WAS A TERRIBLE SIGHT 
—the w on t I ever saw in my experience. 
They lay in all conoeivab le position-, where 
they had lain down or had fallen while 
wildly moving ab ou t m despair.”

annual incom e of the church 
in tae C ity of 
Mexico was 820,000,000, whilo that of the 
republic was only $1S,000,000. 
The clergy 
in the city of Puebla held 
mortgages on 
farm s, in th at state alone, to the am ount of 
$40,OCX),000. 
Between Puebla and Apizaco, 
a distance of th irty miles, were 124 churches, 
and the v a lle y of Puebla numbered 365—one 
for each d ay in the year. 
The grand cathedral stands upon the site 
of tho Aztec Teocaili; it covers a space of 
420 uy 500 feet, and its high altar, which is 
in the center of tho edifice, is above the spot 
1.nce occupied by tho sacrificial stone. 
The 
choir is one mass of elaborate carvin g s; ex­ 
tending around it, and leading to tho high 
altar, probably 200 feet, is a ra ilin g of lum ­ 
bago, m anufactured in China, and weighing 
twenty-six tons.

so we were content 
Suddenly there was a great cry of alarm , 
rising loud above the din of the fatigue p ar­ 
ties and the accom panying bustle of a great 
camp, 
and thou hoarse cries from the of­ 
ficer». “ Stand to yo u r arms, men'.'’ 
N ever 
was word of com mand more prom ptly ob­ 
served. 
But, the men were scattered— m any 
of 
them a 
considerable distance from their 
arms. 
The brave fellows did their 
be»t. 
however, to get into their allotted positions. 
As the squares 
formed, the eighteen

''sjnorning started off in g ood 
this 
shape and 
water was thrown quite satisfactorily ; 
but a bursted hose and a broken hy drant 
at the corner of Main and Galena, made 
the ex amination not as satisfactory as we 
could wish. 
Water was thrown over the 
Opera House in good shape. The pres­ 
sure bursted the water pipes at Pitcher*» 
ware house in Dement Town. 
Elsewhere 
they appeared to be all right, though we 
do not know just where the pressure was 
made. 
Only four hy drants was tested. 


There was a special meeting of the city 
council last evening the object of which 
was to meet Messrs McNeal, Murphy and 
Company , owners of the Dix on Water 
Works, 
There were but two members of 
the council absent, Alderman Morg an 
and Plien. 
Knowing that our poople are 
interested in this matter the 
E v e ni ng 
T e l e g r a p h g ives a full report of the pro­ 
ceeding s. 
After the Board was called to 
order May or Farm ml stated to Mr. Mc­ 
Neal that the city council was not satis­ 
fied with the condition of the works. 
They were not, he said, what the contract 
called for. 
The mains had been frozen 
and the city had been without fire pro­ 
tection. 
Mr. McNeal replied that the fault lav 
| entirely with the very severe winter; a 
I circumstance over which the Water Com- 
( pany had no control; and thoug ht it was 
| not his fault. 
If there had been a proper 
circulation of water the mains would never 
have frozen. 
The freezing of the g reater 
number of the hy drants was owisg to the 
fact that an ex -alderman had opened and 
not properly closed them. 
Mr. McNeal 
was of the opinion that a hy drant should 
never be opened in the winter, ex cept in 
case of necessity . 
He further stated that 
the pipes were placed deep enoug h in the 
g round. 
lie could not afford to put in 
works simply for fire protection. 
He had 
ex pected more private consumers and if he 
did not g et more he 
Was in a bad 
fix on 
thif work financially . 
If the water was 
not introduced to private consumers he 
would have to arrasg e taps to draw the 
water off in the severe weather. 
It had 
been a very unpleasant winter for him, 
To which Alderman Becker replied 
“It 
has been for all of us.” 
After some considerable wrang ling be­ 
tween members of the council and the 
Water Company in reg ard to the pipes 
the subject wag chang ed by the May or 
calling Mr. McNeal’s attention to the con­ 
dition that the streets were left in when 
the pipes weTe laid. 
Mr. McNeal: 
“ I have heard considera­ 
ble talk on this subject before and was 
in hopes it had all been settled. 
I have 
been over the streets to-day anil in some 
places I could not tell where the pipes 
were laid. 
I think there wasacommittee 
appointed by the council last fall to g o 
over the streets and report what must he 
done. 
I supposed they had reported and 
the work done to their satisfaction.” 
Alderman Becker: 
“ I was chairman of 
that committee and Mr. Murphy asked 
me what he sbould do and I told him to 
g o on and finish the streets according to 
the contract. 
Murphy did something in 
that line, and reported work done. 
We 
told him it was not satisfactory and Mr. 
Murohy said it was all he would do.” 
Mr. McNeal; 
“ I supposed he had done 
every thing .” 
Alderman Dodg e: 
“Now this is a little 
matter. 
In the first place bonds have 
been g iven to perforin certain work; the 
committee has never been satisfied with 
the |work, and they let the matter drop 
until spring in the hopes that the ground 
would settle; but it had not in many places 
and I tlilnk the time hascome when some­ 
thing should be done.” 
Mr. McNeal: 
‘‘What docs the city 
want done? Specify what streets, or g ive 
me an estimate of what it will cost.” 
Mr. Becker said that it would be neces­ 
sary to g et a eompetant man to g o over 
the g round and make an estimate and 
bid. 
Mr. McNeal: 
“ Mr. Becker will 
tuK.o the contract?” 


Alderman Becker: 
“ No, I am n< 
that business.** 
May or: 
“ The matter has been delay ed 
so long that the city had better not desig ­ 
nate any particular streets; but it should 
require that the whole line be g one over 
and if it was properly done it would set­ 
tle the matter permanently .” 
All of the communications that had 
passed between the city clerk and Mr. 
McNeal in the past y ear in reg ard to the 
fix ing of the sreets were then read. 
Jlr. McNeal then stated that he had 
been told that the work had been com­ 
pleted.

Nowq said the may or, wliat w'e want to 
know is w'hether we have fire protection 
or not; and the only way we can find out 
is to have the pressure put on. 
I don’t 
believe we now have a g ood protection. 
Mr. McNeal replied by say ing that he 
was not an officer of the Water Company 
and that if he was lie would not allow an­ 
other test. He wras w’ell aware that when 
a strang er came into a town he was look­ 
ed upon with suspicion and therefore he 
had now placed the entire manag ement 
in the hands of citizens of Dix on. 
lie 
said that John D. Crabtree was now' pres­ 
ident of the Water Company , and Jas. A. 
Hawley Secretary and Treasurer. 
Upon receiving this information the 
may or turned to Mr. Crabtree and asked 
if the eity could have a test at nine o’clock 
this morning . 


Mr. Crabtree replied that he was not 
prepared io say ; he didn’t know any thing 
about it. 
After further talk upon the subject of 
the test Judg e Crabtree, Mr. McNeal and 
Mr. Murphy held a long consultation 
which resulted in a proposition to the 
council that the city be allowed to test 
the works at any one place they mig ht 
desig nate. 
This, however, did not meet 
the views of the council and they were 
finally ullowed to make a test at any reas 
onable number of points at eig ht o’clock 
this morning . 
Althoug h the test was finally g ranted 
Mr. McNeal held that as the council had 
once tested and accepted the works they 
had no further rig ht to ask for a test.

y ou not pay the rental?” 
“ Because” said the may or “y ou have 
only performed part of y our contract.” 
McNeal thoug ht it was not the proper 
thing to lay the pipes above the dam, as 
he thoug ht the dam mig ht g o out and ex ­ 
pose the pipes. 
H h e could be assured 
that the dam would not g o out; then he 
would lay the pipes there. 
He said he 
had never waived his rig ht to cross on 
the bridg e with his pipes, and he said 
that he could lay them on the bridg e at a 
much less ex pense. 
He further stated 
that the non-pay ment ot hy drant rentals 
on the North Side had vitiated his obli­ 
g ations to relay the pipes above the dam. 
The may or: In substance stated that 
the ag reement drawn up by the Water 
Company ’s attorney (and, as it now ap­ 
pears, its present president) was in effect 
that they would lay pipes and make con­ 
nection with North Dix on and then the 
rental would he paid. 
The may or did 
not ag ree with McNeal that the City
